The chain, which opened its first store

The stores targeted for closure were 
not disclosed.

WASHINGTON (AP)-— A 
“Taxpayer Bill of Rights" allow- 
ing Americans to sue for wrong-, 
ful collections and providing 
other protections ngainst_IRS 
abuse is on its way to President 
Clinton after passage by 
Congress. 

Hie Senate approved the bill by 
voice vote Thursday, with 
Democrats and Republicans reach- 
ing agreement on a day otherwise 
marked by partisan bickering and 
gridlock. 

_ The popular measure p assed the 
House m April, “42S^0, and~is~ 
backcd by the Clinton administra- 
tion. 


It allows taxpayers to sue the 
Internal Revenue Service for up to 
$1 ; million for reckless collections 
— ’10 times the current 5100,000 
dap on such lawsuits. 

Taxpayers also would get the 
right to sue anyone filing a false 
information return, such as a Form 
1099 or Form W-2. In some cases, 
for example, contractors have filed 
incorrect forms for workers they 
have hired, resulting in the work- 
ers being assessed unjustified back 
taxes. 

Under the bill, t he IRS would 
have to prove in such disputes That 
the information it received was cor- 
rect. 


“When an average of 25 per- 
cent of one’s earnings goes to the 
federal government instead of 
into one’s own bank account, the 
last thing hardworking 
Americans deserve is an unwar- 
ranted hassle from the IRS," said 
Sen.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. oil 
companies that want to compete 
for purchases pf Iraqi oil can do so 
under guidelines released Friday 
by the Treasury Department. 

Officials said the department’s 
Office of Foreign Assets Control 
would issue licenses that will allow 
U.S. .companies to import the oil 
into the Unit ed Sta tes if they win 
contracts to" be awarded through 
the United Nations. 

The U.N. Security Council last 
year adopted a resolution that 
allows Iraq to sell $2 billion worth 
of oil each six months. The money 
— ia L to-bc -plncedri tr an a ccou nt " : 
administered by the U.N. for the 
purpose of purchasing food and 
other humanitarian aid to help 


alleviate severe economic condi- 
tions inside Iraq. 

Iraq had been barred from sell- 
ing oil under U.N. sanctions 
imposed after it invaded Kuwait in 
1990, touching off the Gulf War.

Roger Barrus’ daughter 
looked forward to moving from her hometown 
in Virginia to attend a church-owned school in 
the-West: ; — — ; 

She had the grades and her test scores were 
good, plus her parents liked the idea of a school 
that promoted strong values and religious prin- 
ciples. 

But because of a mix-up with her transcripts 
and rigorous enrollment standards, she was 
denied entry to Brigham Young University in 
Provo and Ricks College in Rexburg. 

“She was devastated,” Bamis said. “It's real- 
ly hard, you know, when kids think there are no 
other alternatives than those two schools out 
there.” 

So Barrus came up with a third option. 

He and a group of Mormon businessmen and 
educators have acquired Southern Virginia 
College — a two-year private women’s college 
— that they plan to turn into a four-year, co-ed 
school with a BYUrlike honor code and an 
emphasis on moral and spiritual development. 

It’s a big change for the 130-year-old college 
nestled at the edge of a forest in Buena Vista, 
Va., a schodlknown forthequalltyof rewriting" 
and equestrian programs. 

The new managers stress that the college will 
continue to be nonsectarian and nonprofit But 
they expect many of the students will be mem- 
bers of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. . 

“We’re counting on it” said Barrus, a former 
political sdence professor at Hampden-Sydney 


College in Virginia and Southern Virginia’s new 
provost and academic dean. “But it’s not just 
' LBS- ki d s wh o wan t to co me tn a c amp us-cm a *— 
• ronment that supports religious principles." 

Toby Anderson, a church-employed social 
worker and' the school’s new dean of students, 
said the goalis to enroll 400 students this falL 
He already has received nearly 300 requests for' 
application, mostly from Virginia-arco 
Mormons. 

“I am certain that prayers have been offered 
up for multiple decades that the church would 
become part of bringing higher education to the ' 
East Coast,” he said. “This is a nonsectarian 
school, but we certainly will have a very large 
LDS influence." 

Acquiring the school first crossed Barrus’ 
mind when its former president, John Ripley, 
told him Southern Virginia was closing because 
it had lost its accreditation due to long-term 
debt of $4.5 million. • , 

Barrus, a second' counselor in' the 
Chesterfield, Va., LDS stake, then called his 
stake president, Glade Knight, “who happens to 
.be a property management-development guy” 
and coincidentally had been trying to find an 
eastern college congenial to Mormon students. 

"The way the great human resource manager 
"above has orchestrated thisns just incredible,'”" 
said Anderson. 

The new managers will assume the school’s 
debt, but do not plan to raise the $11,500 yearly 
tuition or the $6,000 for fees, room and board 
Instead, they hope to raise $50 million over five 
years from corporate sponsors and individuals. 

"To me, it was a perfect fit," said Ripley, a

SODA SPRINGS (AP) — The 
Idaho Fish and Game Commission 
- — has cut back on sngc-grouse hunt- — 

. ing to protect tne' dwindling 
desert bird; while allowing special 
hunting for sandhill cranes tram- 
pling grain crops. 

Sage grouse populations may be 
depleted as much as 90 percent in 
some areas, especially in the Big 
Desert ' between Arco and 
American Falls, wildlife biologists 
testified Thursday at a commis-. 

. sion. meeting/- ,, ' 

Loss of habitat and low repro- 
ductive rates have combined to- 
thin grouse numbers across the 
West. 

“We’re talking about a bird that 
has the reproduction capacity of a 
Tyrannosaurus Rex. They j.ust 
don’t make babies very well," Fish 
and Game biologist Jack Connelly 
told the commission. 

■ In eastern and most of southern 
Idaho, the season will be reduced 
to seven days, beginning Sept. 21, 
with a one-bird daily bag limit and 
a two-bird possession limit. 

The season length is half as long

BOISE (AP) — Twenty-two 
undocumented Mexican workers 
were arrested during a U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service raid at a Meridian lum- 
ber company. 

Officials said 18 of the aliens 
arrested Thursday agreed to be 
deported to Mexico and two 
requested deportation hearings. 

“We released two others 
because they have U.S. citizen 
spouses and alrendy have their 
papers filed,” said Charles Woods, 
—an Immigration and Naturalization 
Service agent in Boise. 

The lumber company — 
Canfor USA Corp. — faces no 
charges oi; fines because it did 
not violate immigration lows, 
Woods said. 

Canfor off trials contacted the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service about 2 V weeks ago after 
learning that more than 20 
(. employees provided Social 
Security numbers that did not 
belong to them. 

Canfor is die third southern Idaho 
' company in a month to be targeted 
, in a nationwide push to cur employ- 
ment of undocumented workers. 




Congress boosted the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service’s budget to S2.6 billion 
this year and nearly doubled 
funds for the Boise.office. 

“It’s not unusual for us to • 
make the arrests,” Woods said. 
“It’s unusual for us to have the . 
funds to send them back.” 

Sixty undocumented' workers 
were arrested last month in raids 
at lovya Beef Processors in Bpise, 
Great American Vegetables in 
Nampa and a home in Wciser. 
-Forty-four-have.bccn deported — - 
since June 14. 

On Thursday morning. Woods 
and nine armed agents arrived 
at the Canfor plant. 

“It wasn’t like we turned these 
guys in. We were forced to do it," . 
said Karla Wold, Canfor’s per- 
sonnel manager. "They were key 
people and it was quite a blow.” 
Wold said Social Security 
-Administration officials told her-. 
Canfor could be subject to fines. 

“I didn’t know how to handle 
it,” she said. “And I didn’t want 
to keep reporting illegal wages 
on the wrong Social Security 
cards." .

Christie’s Olympic buildup took 
another major blow Friday when ■ 
he finished second to Jamaica’s 
Michael Green in his last race 
before he defends the title in 
Atlanta.
